birds fCanght by lime) carried on to a great 
extest, in spite of formal prohibition by the 
Municipality, under the very eyes of. the 
police, but also you will find on the menus of 
different restaorants of this town the fig-” 
peckers prepared in all manners to the great 
delight of “gourmets.” Prom. where have they 
procured them, if not from the men who catch 
them with lime, for it is impossible to other- 
wise catch them in large quantities in order to 
be sold at snch a low price at the restaurants. 
Why does not the Municipality give the matter 
its attention ? According to my opinion,the one 
who buys is as culpable as the one who sells 
As to the larger birds of passage, they are 
endeavouring to exterminate them by the gun.
